Children Among the Vietiras.

Kathleen Stewart, 11 years old, received 
several slight wounds and bruises about the 
face and lower extremities. They are not 
serious. 

Herbert Stewart, 6 years old, received a 
deep wound on the right side of the neck four 
inches long; one on the crown, which chipped 
the external table’ of the skull; one on the 
back of the head four inches long, 
cleaving the skull and exposing the 
brain; a cireular scalp wound on 
the left side of the. head two 
and one-half inches in diameter; a small 
punctured wound in the anterior part of the 
chest, and a stab in the back. .

Baby Stewart, 18 months old, has a se- 
vere injury to the right eye, a small, pene- 
trating wound in the left frontal region, 
which enters the cranial cavity, and several 
severe bruises on the head and body. The in- 
juries probably will prove fatal. All the 
wounds appprentiy were made by the swords 
and spears, 

Those Killed Outright. 

“Of those killed outright Mr. and Mrs. 
Stewart, Nellie Saunders, and Lena Peliow, 
an Irish nuree, were almost wholly incinerated 
in the burned house. In ail probability they 
were murdered before the house burned, 
Kathleen Stewart saw Nellie Saunders lying 
unconscious on the nursery floor and removed 
baby Stewart from beneath the dead body of 
the nurse. Heloise Newcomb was cut on the 
left cheek and left hand, probably witha 
spear, and then was thrown over a steep em- 
bankment, where we recovered the body. 

% Miss Marshall’s throat was frightfully 
cut, and there was a deep sword wound in the 
left wrist. I failed to find any serious wound 
on the body of Miss Stewart. I am inclined 
to think she died -from shock. This opin- 
ion is sustained by Miss Codrington’s report 
to me.

It is believed among the Chinese officials 
here that the secret societies of Southern 
China are at the bottom of the present trou- 
ble. The Central Government at Pekin is 
said to be ready and anxious to keep these 
societies in check, but there is difficulty in 
dealing with them owing to their remote- 
ness from the centers of government. 


MISSIONS AT FAT SHAN WRECKED. . 


Hospitals Also Demolished by an In- 
furiated Chinese Mob. 

Hongkong, Aug. 8:—The British and 
American missions at Fat Shan, near Canton, 
were attacked yesterday afternoon by a large 
and infuriated mob, The hospitals were de- 
molished. The missionaries fled to the Sha 
Meen; others remained. 

A Chinese gunboat has been dizpatched to 
queil the riot. 

It is reported that all the missions at 
Kwang Lung will soon be destroyed and the 
missionaries driven to the treaty ports. 

The Vegetarians are 12,000 strong and well 
armed and organized, and able to withstand 
the Chinese troops. 


HEAVY SPANISH LOSS AT BAYAMO, 


Further Details of the Battle with Cuban 
Insurgents. 

Havana, Aug. 7.—In the fight near Bayamo 
July 12, in which Gen. Santocildes was killed, 
the Cubans counted 378 killed and wounded 
Spaniards on the field. Tire Cuban loss was 
fourteen killed and seventy-eight wounded. 
The Cubans captured 425 r.fles, ten cases of 
ammunition, $16,000 in cash, and the bag- 
gage and pack animals of the Spaniards. 
Over 20,000 insurgents are under arms now 
in the Province of Santiago de Cuba alone, 

Lieut. Trujillo, with four soldiers, had an 
encounter near Lagunillas, Province of 
Matanzas, with the insurgent band com- 
manded by Simon Sanchez, The latter was

The bill sets forth that Feb. 16, 18938, while 
a passenger on a car of the company, she 
met with an accident which resulted in 
serious injuries to her spine, and she was 
also hurt about the head. As a result of 
these injuries, the bill says, she became in- 
sane, but not before she had begun a suit 
against the street railway company for dam- 
ages. 

The suit was begun in May, 1893, and the 
amount of damages asked $25,000. The rail- 
way company entered an appearance, and 
when depositions were taken its representa- 
tives were present, when it appeared from 
the evidence the woman had become insane. 

In spite of their knowledge of her dis- 
tracted condition, Foster alleges, the com- 
pany procured from her a stipulation, with- 
out consulting her attorney, for the dis- 
missal of the suit, and at the same time 
placed in the hands of her husband the sum 
of 520. 

Then, the bill charges, a pretended power 
of attorney was obtained from her and a new 
suit was begun against the company in her 
name, and by stipulation a judgment en- 
tered for $375. The object of this, it is al- 
leged, was to make an additional barrier 
to the collection of adequate damages. The 
court is asked to set aside the judgments as 
fraudulent so the case may be opened up 
and a new damage suit begun against the 
company.

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SIX YEARS AND OUT. 

The Buffalo Courier, a Democratic paper, 
makes the following excellent suggestion: 

It may be timely to call attention to the present 
cpportunity for amending the Constitution of the 
United States by a provision to the effect a Pres- 
ident shall not be eligible for the next succeeding 
term. Such an amendment has been advocated by 
‘several generations. For ob- 
vious reasons it is impracticable to bring about its 
adoption during a first Presidential term. it is only 
during a sedond and necessarily last Presidential 
term that there is a.fair chance for engrafting 
such a provision upon the fundamental law. If we 
now wait until the next Presidential election is 
over the chance may not recur in the lifetime of 

the present generation. Every first term President 

will either regard himself or will be regarded by 
others as a candidate for a second term, and there- 
by the usefulness of his administration may be 
materially impaired. If an amendment making 
an incumbent ineligible for the next Presidential 
term should be introduced at the beginning of the 
coming session of Congress, it might be adopted 
by the two Houses. with tha concurrence of all po- 
litical parties, and be submitted to the State Legis- 
latures for prompt ratification. It would be a 
measure as meritorious and non-partisan as the 
Presidential succession law, which was adopted 
by the concurrence of the two great parties during 
President Cleveland's first term. 

For many years THE TRIBUNE has been an 
advocate of the one-term principle, and two 
years ago, even after President Cleveland's 
reélection, it called attention to the fact that 
then was the best time to secure the adop- 
tion of the necessary constitutional amend- 
ment, because the then incumbent of the 
office having no hope of another term, there 
could be no opposition to the amendment 
from any quarter. 

The proposition of this paper differs, how- 
ever, from that ot the Buffalo Courier in 
this: that while it wants a single four-year 
term Tun TRIBUNE wants a single six-year 
term. Four years is too short a time. The 
constitutional convention was aware of that 
and would have given the President a single 
term of six or eight years. But its members, 
actuated by the impression that the people 
would like to have Washington as their Chief 
Magistrate as long as he cared to take the 
office, unwisely adopted the four years and 


| repeat idea. Precedent almost as strong as 


law has limited the number of reélections to 
one, but that possibility of a second term has 
been disastrous in its cOnsequences. 

Asa rule the independence of the occupant 
of the Presidential chair has been destroyed 
by the hope of a retlection. He has become 
the slave of a spoils clique which has offered 
him its support for renomination only on 
condition of his rendering to it the control 
of the spoils patronage. As a President has 
had to look to his party for a nomination he 
has been more of a partisan in all things than 
he would have been otherwise. He has been 
looking after the interests of a political or- 
ganization when he should have been think- 
ing of those of the country. 

Many Presidents, like Jackson and the first 
Harrison, have seen the evils of a second 
term and have recommended the amending 
of the Constitution so as to do away with it. 
Other Presidents, who, like Cleveland, set 
out by declaring that they would be satisfied 
with one term, have shown by their subse- 
quent change of heart what fascinations a 
second term has, and how little binding force 
promises to renounce it have had. 

Second terms have been a curse to parties 
as well as to Presidents. The discord and 
the defeats which they have suffered from 
often have been due to the ambition of Pres- 


speeches of the concluding day by each of 
the contending parties, and the result is by 
far the most interesting part of the proceed- 
ings. Harvey claimed that he had proved 
the following statements: (1) Gold and sil- 
ver are the money of the Constitution. (2) 
The silver dollar was the unit of value in 
our coinage system fixed by the act of 1792. 
(3) Silver and gold both were the measure 
of value of all other property till 1873, and 
the debtor had the right to pay in either 
metal. (4) The act of 1873 was surrepti- 
tiously passed. (5) For all time of which we 
have knowledge both gold and silver were 
treated equally as money. (6) Prices of all 
property now are measured in gold alone 
and are substantially at the present time 
one-half of what they would be under the 
bimetallic system.” (7) All the silver coined 
at our mints prior to 1853 was primary mon- 
ey, and since 1853 to 1873 the silver dollars 
were primary money, while all the silver 
coined since Feb. 12, 1873, has been token 
money, répresenting gold. (8) Horr was 
unfair and Harvey could have proved the 
aggregate indebtedness of the people of the 
United States to be 40,000 million dollars if 
he had had the time to do it. (9) Hors does 
not yet know what bimetallism is. 

Suppose Harvey had proved every one of 
these assertions, which he did not. The 
only one which is of more than merely theo- 
retical interest to the American people is 
that part of No. 6 which alleges in substance 
that prites would be doubled by the adop- 
tion of the silver monometallism he advo- 
cates, which means that the currency unit 
would be cut down to one-half its present 
value. He did not show, or attempt to show, 
that such a radical change would be of any 
benefit to the American people as a whole, 
but only that it would be of value to the 
minority who are in debt and hold property 
which they have pledged as security for the 
repayment of money borrowed from people 
whose sole capital consists of the money so 
lent and borrowed. 

Mr. Horr showed that every one of the 
claims made by Harvey which are of any 
importance in the discussion were not sup- 
ported by sufficient proof, that Harvey made 
no less than eight glaring misstatements in 
his book, none of which he successfully de- 
nied, that Harvey admitted his book to be 
“pure fiction’ and that he repudiated its 
motto by declaring that it does not mean 
what it says. Horr called attention to the 
disingenuousness of Harvey, who repeatedly 
tried to produce a wrong impression by quot- 
ing a part of a statute and leaving off the 
portion. which would show his first state- 
ment to be utterly untrue; also recalling that 
frequently during the debate Harvey put 
him off with the statement that he subse- 
quently would satisfactorily answer an ob- 
jection and then failed to mention that part 
of the subject again. 

The great point made by Horr was, how-

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DEATH OF GEORGE F. ROOT. 

The news of the death of the veteran 
psalm and song composer and vocal teacher, 
Dr. George F. Root; will be Peeves witli 
universal regret, especially in Chicago, 
where he had lived so many-yearre, and where 
some of his most important work was done, 
As he was a song-writer of national fame, 
whose stirring lyrics bad an important 
patriotic influence during the period of the 
civil war, the same regret will be felt in 
every part of the old Union North, while all 
over the country there will be the feeling 
that one has gone who has been of great 
service to the cause of vocal music in the 
United States. Thousands more in Great 
Britain will mourn his death, for the worth 
of his sacred music was fully recognized 
there, and the books which he specially pre- 
pared for Sunday-school work were used 
there by tens of thousands. 

Dr. Root was pretminently*the musician 
of the people. He wrote for them, for their 
homes, their festivals, their churches, and 
their schools, both secular and Sabbath. 
He died in the harness, for he was working 
to the last, and, notwithstanding his ad- 
vanced age, was still busy with schemes 
for the future. His life work readily 
divides itself into three periods. Taken al! 
in all his most important work was as an 
educator in the rudiments of vocal music, 
with special reference to church singing. 
Long before he came upon the scene the old 
psalm composers of New England, who 
flourished in the latter part of the eighteenth 
century, had disappeared, and in their 
places came the teachers of the singing 
schools, which were the great centers of 
musical education. The three principal 
founders of the singing-school were Thomas 
Hastings, Lowell Mason, and Nathaniel D. 
Gould, all New England men. A little later 
came George F. Root, Woodbury, Dyer, 
Bradbury, Ives, Perkins, Johnson, and 
others who developed both the singing- 
school and the musical convention to a high 
point of excellence. Among them all, ex- 
cepting Lowell Mason, not one deserves 
higher credit for the results accomplished 
than Dr. Root. His pupils are literally num- 
bered by thousands, and he greatly enriched 
the psalmody of the church, the Sunday- 
school, and the home, In his secular music 
he was equally happy. It would require too 
much space to name the songs he has writ- 
ten. Their name may well be called legion. 
He never aspired to the realm of the higher 
music, or, wrote for musicians. His work 
was for the people, and his larger composi- 
tions were anthems and cantdtas, among 
the latter The Haymakers“ being the best 
known. The singing-school has disappeared.

To repair the injury would re- 
quire about 1,100 millions of silver, and even 
if the silver of the entire world should vojun- 
tarily seek our mints it would take months 
to reach them. In the meantime the panic 
would have swept the land. While busi- 
ness stopped the mints could be running and 
the presses busy in turning off silver certifi- 
cates.”” And when the circulation was re- 
plenished, business painfully adjusted to 
the new basis, with the weaker firms crushed 
out of the ranks, the poor debtor stripped of 
what little he had, and the rich debtor made 
richer, how much better would our condi- 
tion be?

In these days, perhaps through the gen- 
eral rebelliog against the Greek language, 
the ancients have been depreciated. 
even thought that their imaginations have 
been overrated. This, if one dips into some 
ot their “records,” will be found to be a 
great mistake. The Cretans in St. Paul's 
time had a great reputation for this gift, but 
they are not “in it” in comparison with their 
ancestors. The phrase splendide mendax 
applied to an exaggerator of a distant but 
still more recent date falls far short of their 
excellency in this line, sdys James Payn in 
the London Illustrated News. From having 
no register offices or meteorological societies 
or statistical publications, their opportuni- 
ties for exaggeration were very much great- 
er of course than we possess; but they 
abused their privileges. They were most 
tremendous liars. We do as well as we can 
in that way; but our lies, even the American 
ones, are in com mere taradiddles. 
We sometimes find the skeleton of a man 
nine feet high, and make quite a fuss about 
it. Whereas when Lucius Fliaccus, the 
Legate—think of that, not an obscure archx- 
ologist, but the Legate—and Metellus 
(known to all of us)beheld in Crete (a very 
proper locatity) ‘‘the carcase of a man thirty 
and three cubits,” or nearly forty-two feet 
long, “they had doubted of the fact, but 
now saw that which upon hearsay they had 
imagined to be a fable.“ Two witnesses of 
bility could hardly have 
been secu This is Pretty good for giants, 
but as well as the ancients used 
microscopes.

But in the sixteenth century there was a sort 
of renaissance of lying on a large scale that 
surpassed the old masters. Ferdinand Lo- 
pez, historiographer to the King of Portugal 
(what could you have better than that?), had 
a man brought before him in the Indies who 
“by good proof and sufficient testimony had 
lived 340 years.“ He had grown young 
again four times, changing his white hair 
for black, and gett new teeth. He had 
about 700 wives in his time“ (or times), 
‘whereof some“ (as one may well imagine) 
‘were dead and others put away.” The 
King of Portugal received yearly news of 
him by the fleet from the Indies, but the poor 
man only lived thirty years—a mere span— 
after his discovery. At Rome, about the 
same time (1531), there lived a man only 100 
years old, it is true, but he too had grown 
young again—had changed his skin like a 
snake, and was most engaging to look upon.

OIAL ELEOTION THIS FALL 


In Spite of All Efforts to Avoid Such a 
Trial It May Become Necessary for the 
Political Factions to Have a Test of 
Strength This Year=Torrens Law, Two 
Vacancies on the Bench, and Drainage 
Trustees All Factors in the Probiem to 
Be Solved. 


All the trouble the General Assembly went 
to in passing a law extending the term of 
Judge Shepard of the Superior Court one 
year in order to avoid the expense of a county 
election in Cook County this falt was useless 
if the friends of the Torrens land title system 
comply with the law also passed at the same 
session.

It is estimated that a county elec- 
tion would cost $40,000 in addition to the 
pe ng of the election for Drainage Trustees. 

t was supposed when the bill extending 
Judge Shepard’s term became a law the

The law provides that when the term of the, 
office to be filled exceeds one year the Gov.

GETTING READY FOR GRAND ARMY, 


Excitement Is Growing Apace Over the 
Offensive Statutes=They Seek to Com- 
pel Private Individuals to Make Ex- 
penditures Under Heavy Fines and 
Penalties<Should Mr. Fifer Run for 
Governor Lutherans May Decide to 


Oppose Him. 

Before the session laws of the General As- | 
sembly have been distributed throughout 
Illinois by Secretary of State Hinrichsen the 
‘Lutherans will have pretty thoroughly dem- 
onstrated their attitude toward the measure 
known as the parochial school flag law. Why 
the Legislature passed two flag laws no one has 
been able toexplain, A member of the Senate 
intimated yesterday that possibly the flag 
trust had seme influence over the statesmen. 

These measures did not attract much atten- 
tion while the Legislature was in session, and 
although they did not receive the signature of 
the Governor they received his approval by 
his allowing them to become lawa without his 
exercising the veto power. 

There seems to be no doubt one of the 
measures is unconstitutional. It is this one 
that has excited the Lutheran Church of this 
State, and if any attempt is made to enforce 
it the school question is likely to be brought 
into politics again. The objectionable feat- 
ure of the measure is as follows: 


It shall be the duty of all school directors and 
boards of education of all public schools in the 
State, and trustees and boards of directors of all 
coll and educational institutions of every 
description in this State, whether State, county, 
municipal, district, sectarian, or private, to pro- 
vide Uuited States national flags of not less than 
four by eight feet in size, and cause the 
same to unkurlec and kept floating 
from a suitable flagstaff to be — on the 
top of all public schoolhouses, college buildings, 
and all buildings used for educetional purposes 
in this State, whether the same be conducted by 
the State or by county, township, municipal, dis- 
trict, sectarian, corporation or private authori- 
ty. on each and ev day, when such schools, 
colleges, and educational institutions are in ses- 
sion, from 9 o clock a. m. to 4 o'clock p. m., in 
each and every year. 


Lutherans Strenuously Object. 


A penalty of not less than $3 nor more than 
$10 and costs of each suit is provided for 
each and every day those whose duty it is to 
provide flags neglect to carry out the provis- 
ions of the law. No appropriation is made to 
pay for the flags and school boards and 
trustees are directed to take the money from 
the school funds. Parochial and private 
schools must pay for them from their own 


pockets. 

It ie not the cost of the flags that is worry- 
ing the Lutherans, but they are jealous of in- 
terference with their schools. Many of the 
schools are held in the Sunday-school rooms 
of their churches and they are opposed to un- 
furling flags on their places~wf worship. 

The course they will pursue is being ex- 
tensively agitated and the question will ve 
taken up ata conference of ministers to be 
held at Schaumberg, in this county, begin- 
ning next Tuesday. 

It seems to be the general idea now that 
they will completely ignore the law on the 
ground it is unconstitutional, although there 
has been some taik of making a test case and 
carrying it to the Supreme Court. Several of 
those who were prominent in the movement 
in 1890 against the Edwards law were seen 
yesterday and said, in their judgment, the 
measure would be ignored. 


May Cause Political Trouble. 


Of course the attempt is being made to cre- 
ate the impression ‘that the Legisiature passed 
the law with the idea of stopping parochial 
schools, but the leaders of the Lutherans do 
not seem to take much stock in this senti- 
ment.

Postmaster Hesing Issues a Revised Time N 


Card of the Mall System. 

Tue Trisuneg has received from Postmaster 
Hesing a postal chart showing the time at 
which a letter mailed in any station district 
will be delivered in any part of the free deliv- 
ery district of Chicago, schedules of mail col- 
lections and ‘deliveries, map of postal dis- 
tricts, and tables showing the time of arrival, 
delivery, and departure of the principal out- 
of-town mails. The information 1s printed 
on six charts of convenient size, and fastened 
together at the top, 

The first four contain the hours of -collec- 
tion and delivery of mail in each district and 
from each station from A to the West Pull- 
man and Washmgton Heights. The time 
mail collected in Chicago 1s dispatched to 
the principal cities and points in tne United 
States and Canada is shown in the next chart, 
together with the location of the carrier sta- 
tions and the names of their superintendents 
and the substations and branch postoffices. 

A map on the last chart shows the bounda- 
ries of the postal stations A schedule of dis- 
patch to and arrival of maile at substation 
branch offices from the genera! office is given 
and the time of arrival and delivery of out- 
of-town mail at the general postoffice. The 
chart is intended for distribution among the 
larger firms, newspaper and railroad offices, 
and at publie centers in the city.

Clark street, Room 2, and No. 155 Washing- 
ton street, Room 26, making this rather eus- 
picious looking offer: 

WANTED—LADIES TO TAKE WORK HOME; 
good wages; steady work; outfit 75 cents; instruc- 
tions free. 
two offices are controlled by the 
“Whale Novelty company,” L. C. Kendal 
being in charge of the Washington street of- 
fice and a mah named Curtis and a woman 
named Miss Wicks having control of the main 
office in Clark street, | 

The wowan who responds to the advertise- 
ment is assured she can easily make $2a 
day. She pays 75 cents for the outfit, 
consisting of a smail piece of cotton flannel 
stamped with a floral design and a needle, 
In addition the wovld-be worker pays 25 
cents fora strip of velvet and a skein of 
zephyr, with the instruction she is to em- 
broider the velvet, return it to the firm, and 
receive 50 cents for the work. The company 
agrees to furnish all material free the second 
time and pay from 30 cents to 70 cents for 
each pattern, accoruing to size. 

Work Is Returned, 


The sequel is that the woman who responds 
invests $1; labors industriously for a day 
over one piece, and upon the presentation of 
the work at the office it is refused, for reasons 
best known to the unknown individual 
Called the *‘inspector.”’ 

A woman representutive of Taz Trieuns 
applied yesterday at the Clark street office 
and was made the same alluring offer. At 
the same time a number of weary-looking 
workingwomen were receiving iastructions. 
The woman in charge said many women were 
making $2a day — and only in rare 
cases was the firm ooliged to return unsatis- 
factory work. A list of names of women 
whose work had been accepted was asked for, 

after much hesitation Miss Wicks de- 
clared the book in which they were kept was 
lost. But Miss Wicks gave the names of two 
patrons who, she said, made large sums 
each week.

J. M. Arnold, Chairman of the commit- 
tee, was present, along with other members of the 
committee and other policy holders. The Illinois 
Mutual was represented by W. F. Johnson and 
Black & Fitzgerald. The hearing was first set 
for the morning, but after arguments had been 
made for both sides Judge Goggin said he desired 
further information upon the points set forth in 
the bill. The case came up again at 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon, and nearly the entire afternoon was 
consumed in hearing arguments from both sides. 
President Franklin C. Taylor attended the hear- 
ing, but a suggestion that he be put upon the stand 
to be examined met with strenuous opposition 
from his attorneys. Judge Goggin asked a num- 
ber of questions, and he was particularly anxious 
to find out about the relationship of the other offi- 
cers of the company to President Taylor and in re- 
gard to commissions which have been paid on bue!- 
ness secured. The bill set forth that commissions 
in excess of those reasonable upon such business 
had been paid, and that the officers of the com- 
pany had, in addition to receiving salary, been 
allowed a commissicn upon the business written 
through their efforts. The officers of the company 
admitted that the assets of the company were put 
in the Bankers’ National Bank, but they would 
notè say what amount of money was on deposit 
there.

CENTRAL AMERICAN REPUBLICS, 


Minister Guzman Says There Will Be No 
Union Soon. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 7.—[Special.}— 
Minister Guzman is the only representattve 
of the Central American Republies at Washing- 
ton now, and he has been unable to leave here 
owing to complications at Nicaragua, which 
rendered his presence necessary at the capi- 
tal of the United States. He is not inclined 
to believe there is anything in the report that 
Barrios will become President of the five Re- 
publics of Central America, and bases his 
opinion on a good foundation. 

In effect itis that commercial union is al- 
ready assured between these republics, and 
each year finds them drawn closer together 
for seli-prétection. There is a conference 
every year of representative men of the re- 
publics, and while they are not given legis- 
lative powers yet their recommendations are 
invariably acted upon by their. respective 
countries when it comes to lawmaking. One

his considerable comment yesterday 
regarding the action of the Board of Trade 
directory in the case of the Weare and Harper 
elevators. The point at issue is the desira- 
bility to the trade of the elevator service of- 
fered by Mosers. Weare, Harper, and Sea- 
verns, but the fact is the old elevator contro- 
versy, which has caused so much hard feeling 
on the board, is being dragged in. 

The Warehouse committee saw fit to refuse 
applications made by these three elevator 
proprietors on the ground certain designatei 
houses, as operated, were of no benefit to the 
trade.

The methods of the proprietors in controlling 
practically all the grain in store in their 
houses are complained of and the location of 
certain houses is criticised.

Lite of Dr. Root. 
Dr. Root was born in Sheffield, Mass., Aug. 

30, 1820, but spent his childhood at North 
Reading. At the age of 13 he had attained 

a degree of proficiency in music seldom se- 
cured in those days in an isolated village. 

it was his desire and one he firmly adhered 
to to become a musician. Proceeding to 

Boston in 18288 Mr. Root became a member 

of the Boston Academy Chorus, then direct- 
ed by Lowell Mason. He here organized 
also, in addition to his teaching, a flute club, 
composed of his pupils and other musicians 
and known as the Nicholson Flute club. 
Later the organization was merged into the 
Nicholson Flute and Glee club. 

The first singing school taught by Mr. 
Root is placed as during the winter of 1838- 
39 in Boston. When the important under- 
taking of teaching music in the »epublic 
schools was entered upon in that city by 
Lowell Mason Mr. Root was chosen the sec- 
ond year as one of his two assistants. 

After a busy career in Boston devoted to 
teaching and church and concert work Mr. 


then very near to the hearts of the loyal 
people of the North.”’ 

The Battle Cry of Freedom” was written 
by Mr. Root at the home of his brother dur- 
ing the night prior to the historical court- 
house meeting. The list of Mr. Root’s pub- 
lished compositions comprises 178 songs, 
besides two series in sheet form, called re- 
spectively Camps, Tramps, and Battle- 
fields,”’ and Home Scenes,“ and no less than 
seventy-five cantatas, books of selections, 
and instruction books. The principal in- 
strumental compositions by Mr. Root in- 
clude, in addition to those contained in the 
books mentioned, The March of the 600,- 
000,“ and Italia Grand March.“ Up to the 
time dt his death Mr. Root was busily en- 
gaged upon the composition of hymns for 
the Sunday-schools of England and Scot- 


land. 


Dr. Root belonged to a large family con- 
nection, all of whom are talented, not only 
in music but in other directions, and most of 
whom are singularly long-lived and pros- 
perous, His father died at 74, and his 
mother at 85; and his next younger brother 
is 73, and his wife 68. He leaves two broth- 
ers, E. Towner Root, with Estey & Camp; 
and William A. Root, the Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Union League club, and five sis- 
ters, Mrs. Helen M. Adams, Miss Sarah A. 
Root, Miss Fannie A. Root, and Mrs. Ed- 
ward E. Quinby, all of whom reside at 
Orange, N. J., and Mrs. Mary F. Peck, resid- 
ing at Arlington, N. J. Miss Sarah and Miss 
Fannie are now traveling in Europe. Mr. 


Root also left a widow and two sons and 


four daughters. His sons are Frederick W. 
l:oot of Chicago and Charles T. Root of Root 
& Tinker, New York. His daughters are 


Mrs. Clara Louise Burnham, Mrs. Frank H. 


Gardener, Mrs. Paul Oscar Kern, and Miss 
Grace W. Root, all of Chicago.

Similar communications were presented to 
the directory by Weare demonstrating the 
houses were active and of value to the trade 
generally.

PFiske, Clark, Cudahy, Bennett, Smith, and 
Wright. Those who voted against were 
Messrs. Baker, Lyon, Carter, Ross, Kroesch- 
eil, Hill, Crocker, and Jones.
